Occupied Germany: 


In the following Appendices “A”, “B”, and “C” are summaries of 
cases and deaths by Regierungsbezirk and Land, and case rates by 
Regierungsbezirk and Land for the week ended 14 September 1946. 


Communicable Diseases: 


Incidence of communicable diseases showed no significant changes. 
While numbers of reported cases of most diseases are increased these 
increases are within the limits of usual fluctuations. Two cases. of 
Typhus Fever were reported during the week in Regierungsbezirk 
Hessen. Thirty-six cases of poliomyelitis were reported in the Zone 
with the highest increase in. Land Greater Hesse where ten cases were 
reported, an increase of sixty percent over last week. Venereal disease 
increased slightly in the Zone. Bavaria reported decreases in both Go- 
norrhea and Syphilis while the Paratyphoid Fever declined in the Zone 
as a whole with decreases in all Laender in proportion to their popu- 
lations. A minor outbreak of Typhoid Fever in the Refugee Camp in 
Buedesheim in Greater Hesse is reported to be under control. 


Hospitalization: 


Greater Hesse reports that the shortage of about 4,000 beds for Tuber- 
culosis patients is being relieved with the cooperation of UNRRA by 
moving DP patients or admitting the patients to their hospitals which 
are in some cases not used to capacity. Almost all hospitals in Wuert- 
temberg-Baden are now receiving their full food ration. Reports from 
Bremen indicate that the Hospital Bed situation is satisfactory in the 
Enclave. With 11.4 beds per 1,000 population there is a deficit of only 
732 beds from the optimum ratio. 


Medical Supplies: 

An analysis of the emedical supply situation in Bavaria has been 
completed. This. report will be used as a basis for all future estimates 
of requirements for Bavaria. 


Immunization: 


All German civilian employees working for US dependents in Bremen 
are physically screened in US Army dispensaries and immunized for 
smallpox, diphtheria, typhus, and typhoid fever. Material is being 
supplied by the Bremen Board of Health. 
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
